Owing to some functional 
deficiency their

waste away. Eventually they are 
crippled, their resistance so low- 
ered that they succumb to diseases 
a normal person bents oft

in this sense musclar dystrophy is 
always fatal. 


This destroyer 
takes 
a 
place 


alongside cancer and heart disease. 
It is one more problem that human- 
ity is concentrating on with medi- 
cal research and the funds to fi- 
nance it. 


The great scourges of past gen- 


erations — tuberculosis, smallpox, 
typhoid — have been brought under 
control by advancing medical sci- 
ence: but of huniiin ailments there 
will never be an end. Nor will there 
ever be an end to the appeals to 
citizens to help medicine to do 
something about finding a remedy.

morrow. 


Loading the opposition was Sen. 


Guy Jones of Conway, who said 
ho would speak against the bill 
as long "as I can stand on this 
floor." 


Jones said some of the state's 


educational advantages ought to 
be parceled out to Arkansas' lax 
supported colleges other than the 
university.

1050 providing for price control 
recognized the purity concept. This 
is the fairest available measure of 
equitable farm prices, when govern- 
ment control or price manipulation 
becomes necessary.

ment was made today by County

If the old established standards 


of equality were abandoned, faulty 
as they muy be, now standards 
would have to be established or im- 
proved by administrative edict. 


.Purity prices for farm produc- 


tion nuvcr increased until prices of 
goods bought by farmers have In- 
creased, Then the parity price goon 
up only enough to balance the in- 
crease in prices of things farmers 
buy. 
•Existing law prohibits ceilings 
below the parity price for a furm 
cornniodity. This is not inconsist- 
ent with other price and wage pro- 
visions of the law. The law also 
specifies the lowest level at which 
ceilings may be applied to wages 
and non-farm commodities. 
The 


minimum standard for both Is the 
May 24 to Juno 25, 1950, level. 


Furthermore, controls on wages, 


salaries and other compensation 
must not be out of line "with pro- 
visions of the* Fair Labor Standards 
Act of 1Q3B, as amended, or the 
Labor Management Relations Act ot

leader Jacques Duclos' announce-

The cabinet has announced that 


if the compromise is defeated it 
will ask for a vote of confidence 
on Its runoff proposal.
